ORDER 

New Delhi, the 27th March 1974 

S.O. 214(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 29 of the Delhi 
School Education Act, 1973 (10 of 1973), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following Order, namely:— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Delhi School Education (Removal of 
Difficulties) Order, 1974. 

(2) It shall come into force at or.ee 

2. The scheme of management in relation to a recognised school, shall be 
made, 0$ required by section 9 of the Delhi School Education Act, 1973, and the 
rules made thereunder, by the Governing Body, by whatever name called, of th® 
society or trust by which such school is run, and references to the 'managing 
committee' in sub-rules (3) and (4) of rule 59 of the Delhi School Education 
Rules, 1973, shall be construed ps references to the Governing Body of the school. 

3. In the case of an unaided minority school, the scheme of management, made 
in accordance with the Delhi School Education Rules 1973, shall be forwarded, 
within one hundred and eighty davs from the commencement of the said rules, 
to the appropriate authority for information.

4. Until such time as the managing committee oil a school is constituted in 
accordance with the scheme of management a-s approved by the appropriate 

authority:— 


(a) references in sub-rule (3) of rule 96 of the Delhi School Education 

Rules, 1973. to the Chairman or member of the managing committee 
shall be construed as references, respectively, to the Chairman or 
member of the Governing Body, by whatever name called, of trust 
or society by which the schoo! is run; 

(b) disciplinary authorities constituted before the commencement of the 

Delhi School Education Rules, 1973, or at any time thereafter but 
before the approval of the scheme of management, shall continue to 
deal with such disciplinary cases as thej r have taken cognizance of; 

(c) aid, shall be granted to the Chairman, by whatever name called, of 

the Governing Body of the trust or society by which the school js 
run after taking an undertaking rrorn him as required by rule 64 of 
the Delhi School Education Rules, 1973. 


5. For a period of one hundred and eighty days from the commencement of 
the Delhi School Education Rules, 1973, the procedure followed immediately 
before such commencement with regard to payment of pay and allowances, 
pension and gratuity, re-imbursemcrif of medical bills, accounting of provident 
fund and payment of other allowances, shall be followed, 

6. Until such time the Administrator specifies the detailed procedure for the 
deposits to be made under sub-section (2 / of section 10 of the Delhi School Edu¬ 
cation Act, 1973, and sub-rule (2) of rule 126 of the Delhi School Education Rules, 
1973, the Governing Body of the school, bv whatever name called shall pay its 
ahare towards pay and allowances, medical facilities, pension, gratuity, provident 
fund and other prescribed 'benefits of the employees, directly to the employees. 


7. References in sub-rule (1) of rule 314 of the Delhi School Education Rules, 
1973, to the hours shall be consiruod os reference to the school hours, and 
reference to school hours in rule 31 of the Delhi School Education Rules, 1973, 
shall be construed as including the lime spent for assembly, recess and co-curri- 

cular activities. 


8. Every appeal against the order of any punishing authority pending imme¬ 
diately before the constitution of tire Tribunal under section 11 of the Delhi 
School Education Act, 1973. shall, on the constitution of the said Tribunal, stand 
transferred to it and the Tribunal ,ihal 1 proceed to deal with each such appeal 
from the stage which was reached immediately before the date of such transfer.
